clared the state medical society in 
the third article in a scries en- 
titled "How Safe is the Home?" 


"The United States Department 


of Commerce has made a study of 
the accidents which occur in the 
home and it has branded the bed- 
room as one of the most dangerous 
rooms in the house. Four out of ten 
fatal falls occur in the 
bedroom. 


Why? Because of seven outstanding 
menaces in the bedroom. They are: 


Darkness, sleepy wandering, loose 


rugs, misplaced stools and other 
furniture, carelessly dropped shoes 
and clothing, children's toys on the 
floor, slippery floors. 


Lamp Within Reach 


"What can be done about dark- 


ness in the bedroom? First, have a 
lamp that can be reached by the 
sleeper without his getting out of 
bed—one that can be reached im- 
mediately 
when 
the 
telephone 


rings, when the baby cries out in 
the night or when the doorbell 
rings, In homes where it is a rath- 
er frequent occurrence for sleepers 
to be awakened in the nigh't it is a 
good policy to have a night light 
on at all times. Illumination will 
prevent stumbling over furniture 
and tripping on the legs of the bed 
and other obstructions. 


"The other hazards of the bed- 


room can be eliminated in a large 
measure by being tidy. Shoes and 
clothing removed on retiring should 
not be dropped on the floor, .but 
should be placed in closets or hung 
in their proper place?, A habitual 
careful survey of the bedroom 
just before retiring to see that all 
loose objects are picked up and fur- 
niture in its proper place will do 
much to prevent numerous fatal ac- 
cidents that occur in the bedroom. 


Loose Hugs 


"Loose rugs on the floor, while 


nice to step on cold mornings, are 
a definite hazard. They act as a 
skate and have very much 
the 


same results as skates on ice. The 
person who steps on a loose rug 
on a slippery floor finds that his 
feet go up and 
he goes down. 


Housewives consider small loose 
rugs very decorative but very few 
housewives would consider ban- 
dages or crutches decorative on 
mc.-nbers o' their family or guests. 
There are only two alternatives if, 
you wish to remove loose rugs as a 
bedroom hazard: Fasten them to 
the floor, or remove and discard 
them. 


"A few moments of 
serious 


thought to the hazards which exist 
in the bedroom and a little thought- 
fulness in the care of the bedroom 
will do much to reduce the tre- 
mendous number 
of 
accidents 


which occur in the home."

But the fact remains that this menace 


has been nevertheless the most powerful 
factor in keeping the people quiet and 
steady until the Fascists could yoke them. 


The circle of madness lias funny quirks 


and sketchy twists but it invariably com- 
pletes itself. 


The Communists set out to kill others 


and created conditions that, in the end, 
will consume themselves. 


The principle involved has been rec- 


ognized from of old. In the ancient ver- 
nacular it was written, "Those who live 
by the sword shall perish by the sword." 


DISBARRING LAWYERS 


Two decisions of more than passing 


importance attracted public attention dur- 
ing the week although they related but to 
the right of men to practice law. 


One was a decision by the supreme 


court of Wisconsin, another by the highest 
court of New York. 


In the Wisconsin case Mr. Rogers, a 


law partner of the first Senator LaFol- 
lette and for some years associated with 
the present governor, was stamped with 
the shame and disgrace of disbarment in 
that he failed to live up to that high 
standard of honor and professional morals 
which every independent court enforces 
with severity upon the bar. 


Mr. Rogers was not convicted of a 


crime. In fact a jury in the criminal case 
found him not guilty of embezzlement or 
of direct financial profit out of the wild 
ventures of the Boyd Company whose 
president is still in stale's prison. 


But Rogers was found derelict to duty 


by the court in that he knew that the 
Boyd company hnd wrongfully converted 
$216,000 of the Beecroft bonds, and instead 
of speaking out. in fact shrilly protesting 
and exposing the fraud, he kept quiet as 
an oyster. 


The supreme court of Wisconsin said 


it found it impossible "to reconcile this 
conduct with the standards of conduct" 
which are demanded of the legal profes- 
sion, standards made critically necessary 
by the opportunities afforded members of 
that profession to know the facts and to 
guide those concerned along the straight 
path. 


The political strength and relationships 


of Mr. Rogers avail him nothing with a 
court bent upon merely doing justice. 
With a political court Mr. Rogers would 
probably have been exonerated by the ju- 
dicious use of a choice selection of syrupy 
words:

The highest New York court disbarred 


from practice one of the most renowned 
of New York City's criminal lawyers, 
Richard Davis. 


Mr. Davis had been attorney for Dutch 


Schultz and other high powered racket- 
eers. He might have shown poor taste in 
even defending such cutthroats but until 
their conviction they are entitled to legal 
services so of course there was nothing un- 
lawful in the relationship. 


But the court found from the evidence 


before it that Davis was not only hired 
to defend criminals after their crimes 
were commitled but retained in advance 
in contemplation 
of the commission of 


crimes, and with sufficient 
knowledge 


upon his part to realize that those who 
paid him retainers were anxious to tie 
his services up before they risked their 
thick hides committing crimes. 


The high importance of this decision 


from the standpoint both of legal ethics 
and public rights should not be lost to 
view. 


The principle involved seems some- 


what like the one announced at Madison 
—that men in the legal profession will 
not be pei milled to continue to practice 
when they arc parties by silence to the 
commission of criminal offenses. 
It is 


their duty to stop crime, not to foster it. 
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A

lic which, after all, still has to put up with the 
announcements.

its worst. There is one on tonight at 8 o'clock 
that qualifies under the dizzy label, and there 
is another one tomorrow night that is scarcely 
any better. 


It is said that radio is getting this way be- 


cause the broadcasting companies have let the 
sponsors get away with whatever they pleased. 
If newspapers and magazines did that, you'd see 
the screwiest makeup imaginable, with ads 
popping out of the middle of the front page, 
and other monstrosities of composition. 


Be this as it may. however, we are reminded 


that the likes of Paul Whiteman. Fred Waring 
and others are without sponsors, and this group 
can turn out —• without rehearsal — a better 
radio program than any movie extravaganza 
you ever heard.

Washington—Before we go into a 


tailspin about the sweeping .signifi- 
cance of labor's demonstration 
in 


the recent elections it- might be 
well to keep in mind that the votes 
.cast by the men who labor have 
been the "balance of power" nu- 
merically in many, if not all. elec- 
tions in the United States in many 
years. 


This year these votes were the 


balance of power in the important 
New York City election. They were 
likely the deciding influence in the 
Pittsburgh elections. 


But what makes this "balance-of 


power" stand out this year is that, 
for the first time, it can be measur- 
ed numerically in the big city of 
New York. There Mayor LaGuar- 
dia was re-elected by a margin of 
454,425 votes over his Democratic 
opponent. Jeremiah Mahoney. 


LaGuardia was the Republican- 


Fusion candidate but was support- 
ed as well by the American Labor 
Party—which delivered 
to 
him 


482,459 votes. That was more than 
his margin of 
victory. 
Without 


those votes he would not have been 
elected.

But Look At Detroit 


But to say, because of the New 


York victory, that labor can step 
out into the national field and ex- 
ercise the balance of power in 1938 
and 1940 would be excitingly haz- 
ardous, at least. 


First off, there is the example of 


the Detroit election. 
Thero one 


faction of labor, the 
CIO, 
put 


up its own ticket and was beaten 
about two to one. In several Ohio 
cities, where the CIO indorsed can- 
didates,'the vote was against its 
candidates. 


Now let us go back to New Yoik 


City. There Mayor LaGuardia was 
tremendously popular. He had giv- 
en the city an administration bo 
handsome in contrast with racket- 
ridden 
previous administrations 


that vast conservative sections sup- 
ported him In spite of his known 
radical leanings. 


The 
Republican 
organization, 


which does not especially love La- 
Guardia, was Klad enough never- 
theless to nominate him because of 
what his popularity might bring 
them. It brought them several of- 
fices, and some prestige. 


Power Not Yet Proved 


There is no need to look for like 


reasons for the 
American Labor 


Party supporting LaGuardia. The 
answer there lies in another direc- 
tion. LaGuardia was popular .with 
labor 
for ihis 
corruption-fighting 


city administration and for his ten- 
der hand in dealing with labor dif- 
ficulties in the city. The question 
arises, then, could the 
American 


Labor Party organization have tak- 
en 482,459 votes away from 
La- 


Guardia if it had tried? Could it 
have swung its "balance of power" 
to Mahoney so as to bring about his 
election? 


The question does not leave much 


room for guessing. The answer is 
about the same as it was in 19S4. 
Labor then supported 
President 


Roosevelt. 
But could 
its leaders 


have taken the labor vote away 
from Roosevelt? 


Just how solidly labor can -wield 


its votes to obtain 
specific labor 


ends is still a ihighly speculative 
problem. There is at least room for 
argument that it hasn't altogether 
proved its case cither in Detroit or 
New York.

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Army Is Delicate About 


Evidence of Sabotage

New York-On Sept. 21. Major M. K. B. Wolf, of the Army Air corps, 


stationed in Los Angeles to inspect military airplanes and test them after 
delivery to the army by the manufacturers, announced that the air corps 
would not test or accept any more ships from the Noithrop plant of the 
Douglas Aircraft corporation, until the company could give assurances 
against sabotage. 


In tune of war. of course, it would be possible to 


assign army intelligence detectives to work in all 
plants on army jobs, but in peacetime, with labor 
troubles disturbing the airplane industry, the military 
must keep hands ofl out of consideration for the 
political elements. 


There had been three suspicious incidents in the 
Douglas and Northrop plants. 


Following the sitdown strike at the Douglas plant, 
last winter, an old spring and a number of metal 
nuts \\ero found in a blower section of a briber 
which had been built for a bidding competition. The 
ship was m the plant, almost complete, when the 
strike began and \vas finished a few days after the 
Pe-lcr 


plant was cleared. Taken up by Carl Cover, a test pilot uho is also vice 
president of the Douglas company, it developed engine trouble. The en- 
gine was then lorn down and moving parts were found to have been 
damaged by the tprmg and nuts. This ship was not made for dehvcrv to 
the army, but was a sample, so to speak, and the case, in that sense was 
not the immediate business of the! 
air corps. Persons m sympathy with 
the strike thought the spring and 
nuts had been introduced where 
they didn't belong by accident, but 
the Douglas companv insists that 
it was a plain case of malicious sa- 
botage. 
Pieces Of Cloth Arc 
Found In Fuel Line 


The t\\o other incidents concern- 


ed two attack planes built for the 
army in the Northrop plant, which 
has had tuo sitdo\\n strikes 
In 


one of these planes t\\o pieces of 
cloth were found in a 
gasoline 


feedline. It v. as suggested that these 
fragments might ha\e stuck m the 
line by accident, but army officers 
do not believe that this was pos- 
sible. One piece matched the cloth 
used in cleaning the line and might 
conceivably have lodged by acci- 
dent, although it was much larger 
than mere lint, and there was noth- 
ing to indicate that it could have 
been snagged off inside the line. 
The other piece, however, did not 
match the cloth used in cleaning 


In the other attack plane a piece 


of cloth \\as found concealed be- 
hind a baffle plate or bulkhead in 
a gasoline tank, uhere it would 
have been invisible from the open- 
ing after the tank had been solder- 
ed up. Suspicion had been directed 
to the tank shop and special vigi- 
lance discovered the rag. about the 
size of a handkerchief, which in or- 
dinary inspection might have been 
overlooked. The cloth was large 
enough to impede or block the fuel 
outlet if it had become matted over 
the hole through suction

revised 


child labor law enacted by the 
legislature in its recent 
special 


session and which became effective 
on Oct. 19. Changes in the permit- 
ted hours of employment for minors 
are contained in the new statute, 
the commission pointed out. 


"It provides that minors from 14 


to 16 years of age may work not 
more than eight hours per day, 
not more than 24 hours per \veek, 
nor more than six days per week 
and not before 7 a. m. or after 6 p. 
m.." the commission's -announce- 
ment said. 


"However, a minor under 16 years 


of age may not work during school 
hours unless he has completed the 
equivalent of the most advanced 
course of study offered in the pub- 
lic schools of the district in which 
he lives or works, whichever offers 
the higher course. Minors .sixteen 
to eighteen years of age may work 
not more than eight hours per day, 
not more than forty hours per week, 
and not on more than six days per 
week." 


The commission said the ^fcew 


restrictions apply despite the fact 
that longer hours, may be printed 
on labor permits in employers' files.

COMMON SENSE CONSERVATION 


By L.H.MNG.STCN 


KEEN BAY—Two weeks ago this column presented part of an edi- 
torial from one of the papers printed up in the summer resort 
country. That editorial gave all the arguments against a 1937 deer 


season including some pretty uncomplemcntary remarks about deer 
hunters. 


The other doy I received a very interesting letter from a deer hunter 


which just about sums up the attitude of the average sportsman on this 
subject Here it is: 


Waupaca, Wisconsin—I am not saying whether or not I am in favor of 


an open season on deer this fall, but I want to tell you that one of the 
arguments put forth by the anti-hunters is the bunk. I refer to that one 
where they say that deer should be saved for the sight-seeing summer 


The forces opposing 
an 
open 


deer season in Vilas County, the 
persons who talk about the beauty 
of a startled doe's eyes, of the value 
of our tourists seeing live deer— 
these people are really the large 
resort owners who want deer plen- 
tiful (1) so summer guests will see 
them: 
and 
(2) 


poachers can go 


so resort-hired 
out and knock 


over a fat doe or young buck in the 
summer when 10 or 15 "guests" 
will pay a couple dollars apiece for 
a venison feed. 


These large resorts close early, 


usually on Labor day weekend, and 
because of their size it does not pay 
for them to reopen for the deer 
season patronage. In other words, 
they oppose having visitors up in 
their county excepting when it is 
convenient for them to be in on the 
"take." 


The small fry, the farmer-woods- 


man who has a few guest cottages, 
docs a little guiding, a little farm- 
ing, a little pulp cutting—anything 
to amplify a meager income—this 
chap likes the deer season patron- 
age. He lives up north all the year 
around, his "resort" is also his home 
and therefore November guests are 
as welcome as July guests. He is a 
world apart in his interests from 
the big fellow who closes up his 
gambling palace in Vilas County in 
September and opens one in Florida 
in the winter, thus catching the 
sucker run in both northern and 
southern waters. 


Also favorable to the deer season 


is the small town merchant, who 
welcomes that additional revenue at 
a sparse time of year.

servation wardens all supported not

of their lawful recreation. 


Michigan's summer tourist busi- 


ness Has grown to be larger than 
Wisconsin's yet Michigan has al- 
ways had a 15 day deer season ev- 
ery year. Does this indicate that 
deer are so essential to the tour.'st 
business? 


This argument that deer should 


be saved on account of the summer 
tourist has no standing whatever. 
The only question that should be 
given any weight in this controver- 
sy is this:' Can we have an open 
season this year without injuring 
the future deer supply. The conser- 
vation department says we can and 
they should be in a position to 
know.

Revision of Taxes 


Lawrence

Means Definite Turn 


For the Better

Washington — About the 
most 


constructive and most useful speech 
that has been delivered within the 
whole period of the New Deal has 
just come from Henry Morgenthau.

Mr. Morgenthau quite naturally 


defends the $14.000.000.000 deficit in- 
curred by the New Deal and con- 
cedes that "there was some waste," 
but he forthrightly states that the 
administration "deliberately" 
en- 


gaged in "deficit spending" to bring 
about recovery and that today there 
must be an end to that type of gov- 
ernment activity. 


Perhaps the most vital and sig- 


nificant statement 
made 
by the 


secretary, apart from 
his whole- 


some and refreshing declaration of 
principles that should govern re- 
duction of expenses and revision of 
our tax laws, was this comment, 
which goes to the root of the 
American system of private enter- 
prise: 


"The basic need today is to foster 


the full application of the driving 
force of private capital. AVe want to 
see capital go into the productive 
channels of private industry. We 
want to see private business ex- 
pand. "We believe that much of the 
remaining unemployment will dis- 
appear as private capital funds are 
increasingly employed in produc- 
tive enterprise. We believe that one 
of the most important ways of 
achieving these ends at this time is 
to continue "progress toward a bal- 
ance of the federal budget." 


Congress Should Heed 


Just as fundamental and pene- 


trating 
was 
Mr. 
Morgenthau's 


carefully phrased statement on the 
principles of taxation, something 
that should be taken to heart by 
congress, 
especially 
those who 


write tax programs 
irrespective 


of what the resultant effect is on 
the 
whole 
economic 
structure. 


Said the secretary of the treasury: 


"We do not wish to impose lev- 


ies which tend to dry up the sour- 
ces of tax 
revenue. The laws 


should be so written and admin- 
istered that the taxpayer can con- 
tinue to make a reasonable profit 
with a minimum of interference 
from_ his own federal government; 
provided that the taxpayer coop^ 
crates with his government 
in 


carrying out the purposes and the 
spirit of the tax laws." 
_ In the foregoing pronouncement 
is the key to a sound tax revision. 
The importance of giving business 
every incentive to create jobs and 
giving the investor every stim- 
ulus to put his savings into pro- 
ductive interprise cannot be over- 
estimated. Mr. Morgenthau has 
outlined the true basis of a good 
tax program. 


There are other things which the 


government must do and 
other 


things on which it would be in- 
teresting to hear the views of ad- 
ministration spokesmen, as. for in- 
stance, how prices can be kept 
down when arbitrary forces with- 
in the economic system—both em- 
ployers and employees—disregard 
the sound 
economic 
principles 


that should govern a democratic 
economy. Also it would be inter- 
esting to see whether the adminis- 
tration takes Mr. Morgenthau's ad- 
vice about "excessive drains'* on 
the treasury for farm subsidies. 
There is much in the Morgenthau 
address that might well occasion 
surprise. Naturally, one wonders 
if Secretary Wallace agrees with 
the suggestions about cutting down 
the 
expense for agriculture and 


whether Mr. Roosevelt himself, 
who 
recently 
gave 
a "fireside 


chat" on crop control laws and 
wage and hour regulation, will go 
along with Mr. Morgenthau's out- 
line. 


Not Trial Balloon 


In fact were it not for the close 


personal relationship which exists 
between the president and his sec- 
retary of the treasury, the question 
might well be raised whether the 
Morgenthau speech was not merely 
a trial balloon, or rather a sop to 
the business men for the time be- 
ing. 


Mr. Roosevelt unfortunately has 


permitted his spokesmen in the 
cabinet, such as Secretary Roper, to 
make reassuring speeches to busi- 
ness every now and then, or else 
he has called his "window dress-

The gorillas are named Mok and 


Moina. A good-sized crowd was 
watching them when I arrived, and 
all seemed spellbound as they 
waited to see what the big animals 
would do. 


They didn't do much. One of 


them—Mok—sat on a ledge. 
His 


head was lowered, and he sat very 
still. It seemed as if he were brood- 
ing about something. The other 
gorilla was more active, and did a 
Jittle swinging in a trapeze. Later 
she lifted an armful of straw to the 
ledge, then climbed up and sat on 
the straw. 


Mok and Moina have been call- 


ed "the finest pair of gorillas in 
captivity." They have been in the 
zoo for four years. Their average 
weight is over 285 pounds. 


The London zoo has more than 


1,000 
mammals. These include gir- 


affes, 
an Indian rhinoceros, an 


okapi, and two bongos. 


The okapi is one of very few ever 


captured alive. It came from the 
Congo region, and was given to the 
zoo by the King of Belgium. 


Children can go to the London 


zoo and ride on the backs of ele- 
phants. Very tame elephants are 
used for the purpose, and each one 
is fitted with a saddle of a sort. 
Eight or 10 boys and girls get "on 
board" each elephant, and they find 
the trip a merry thrill.

Menasha — Basing his remarks 


upon observation* made while in 
Europe this year as a member o' 
the war monuments dedication com- 
mission. Adjutant General Ralph 
Immell told Menasha Rotarians'and 
Lions that war would again sweep 
Europe if some means of distribu- 
tion were not found to give to the 
have-nots, whether nations or peo- 
ple wiihin nauons. the things they 
need. Immell spoke at the Rotary 
meeting at Hotel Menasha at which 
the Menasha Lions were guests. 


Quickly tracing the development 


of war, he said that the first were 
farmer wars. When a tribe exhaust- 
ed the resources of a region it mov- 
ed in and conquered its more favor- 
ed neighbors. Later wars of acquisi- 
tion came to secure luxuries and 
the great empires were established 
and fell again. 


"When the principle of power was 


discovered, raw materials became 
necessary and nations gobbled up 
colonies. Germany. Austria-Hun- 
gary and Italy developed as nations 
too late and are the "have-not" na- 
tions. 


"War marks the end of a strug- 


gle, not the beginning," Immell stat- 
ed, "and when the have-nots could 
not secure colonies by any other 
means, war broke out in 1914. The 
Versailles treaty only laid the basis 
for the next struggle 
unless the 


problem of distribution is solved." 


Preparing for aWr 


Europe is preparing for war, ac- 


cording to Mr. Immell, although 
the struggle is not imminent but 
may come within two years. The 
Spanish struggle has demonstrated 
that the old theories of war still 
hold; good infantry and good artil- 
lery are the bulwark of defense. 


It was thought that mechanized 


units would change the theories of 
•war, that the next war would be 
fought in the air, but observation 
of the Spanish war indicates that 
the next struggle will not be a brief 
one but again will be decided by 
the resources available to the dif- 
ferent nations'. 


The only possibility for war in 


less than two years would be if 
some dictator might fear 
losing 


power at home and might throw his 
country into a war to restore his 
power, according to Mr. Immell. 


From the Spanish war France has 


learned that machine guns and forts 
tvill hold their frontier. The French 
hope to stay out of war but arc 
preparing 
because they have no 


confidence in their allies. Belgium 
and Switzerland also arc thinking 
defensively and do not want war 
but nevertheless are making pre- 
parations. 


Must Fill Granaries 


Germany is preparing for war for 


Phe must expand or burst However 
she too has learned from the Span- 
ish war that her mechanical army 
nnd air fleets will not enable her to 
make a quick successful 
thrust. 


Therefore she must fill her gran- 
aries and prepare her junior offi- 
cers, who don't quite measure up to 
the necessary standards, according 
to the adjutant general. 
• England is preparing as no coun- 
try in Europe "for war or any- 
thing." New bomb and gasproof 
cities are being built to manufac- 
ture munitions. Germany is doing 
Touch in the scientific field to al- 
leviate her lack of raw materials. 
Rubber is being made from coal; 
wood is being used to manufacture 
cotton and wood goods; aluminum 
has been transformed to take the 
place of copper. 


"After 20 years

struggle to come," Immell said. 


-_ Mr. Immell described the impres- 
sive dedication of war monuments 
in France 
and Belgium 
to the 


American war dead during the past 
summer. It is no longer possible to 
orient oneself in the battlefields, he 
said. Fields and villages have re- 
placed the old trenches and endless 
lines of barbed wire.

ducks and partridges in clay, pipes 
and pipe bowls. Mounds never be- 
fore excavated, 38 feet across, were 
discovered, containing vessels am 
mortuary implements. A ceremonial 
mound dedicated 
to a chief 
or 


medicine man, with refuse pit anc 
outer circle of stone also were lo- 
cated. In one place a 3-foot altar 
with perfect skeleton of a doe deer 
was found, indicating some cere- 
monial sacrifice.

came in for attention in 1889 when 
the supervision of instruction was 
placed in the ..hands of a board of 
education, consisting of the mayor 
and the director and clerk of each 
school district. Portions 
of the 


towns of Kaukauna and Buchanan 
were attached to the city of Kau- 
kauna for school purposes, and the 
Kaukauna school district declared 
exempt from the provisions of the 
act creating the office of county 
superintendent of schools. 


It is interesting to compare the 


school budget of 1890 with that of 
1936. 
Whereas in the latter year 


only $1.000 was asked for all ex- 
penses, last year over $80,000 went 
to the high school alone. The budget 
of 1890 included a teachers' salaries 
of $900, rent, $50. janitor services, 
$75. school furniture, $175, and mis- 
cellaneous, $100. 


Had Three Papers 


In the decade from 1880 to 1890 


Kaukauna 
was the center 
of a 


movement to secure natural gas, 
coal, artesian water, and oil. Quan- 
tities of these were found in this 
vicinity. At one time Kaukauna had 
three newspapers, the Times, Sun 
and Volksbotc. In 1889 a proposal 
to issue $25,000 worth of bridge 
bonds was voted down, 144 to 168. 
The Thilmany Pulp and Paper com- 
pany was established in 1889 by Os- 
car Thilmany. It was at first a 
ground wood pulp mill and later a 
paper mill with one machine. 


From 1885 on the 
council was 


petitioned at almost every meeting 
with 
requests for 
sidewalk con- 


struction. A sidewalk then was" no 
construction of modern concrete, as 
a council order requiring all "side- 
walks be built 5 feet 4 inches wide 
of good sound two inch pine plank 
running crosswise and resting on 
three stringers at least four inches 
square." shows. 


In 1890 the council grew tired of 


having Kaukauna residents use citv 
water free, and resolved that "par- 
ties using city water should be noti- 
fied to pay for same." Bills of the 
same year allowed by the city coun- 
cil include such items as "Oats for 
city team — $21.97." and "Hay — 
$24.04." Kaukauna may be the Elec- 
tric City now, but in 1890 the coun- 
cil allowed a bill of $67 to the Kau- I 


kauna Electric Light company "for 
lighting city." 


1G5 Dog Licenses 


In 1890 the city marshal reported 


to the council that he had issued 
165 dog licenses, and had collected 
$330 in fees. 
A complete list of 


those buying licenses was includ- 
ed in the minutes of the council. 


The request for tax levies made 


in the same year found the finance 
committee 
asking for $8.564 for 


state and county taxes, and $11,692 
for city taxes. A tax of 5 mills on 
the dollar was asked for highway 
and street purposes. 


Commodity prices were not very 


high in those days, as on one occa- 
sion 'the poormaster asked that a 
town 
charge be allowed $7 per 


month for "house rent, fuel and 
general merchandise."

council 
had its disagree- 


ments, as is shown on one occasion 
when. H. J. Mulholland having re- 
signed as Justice of the Peace, a 
ballot for his successor was held.
